dent, expressed to the visitors the 
gratification of the chamber for 
their presence, and recounted that 
about thirty years ago, John F. 
Leha.nc, dean of the railroad lead- 
ers in Texas, was local agent for 
the Cotton Belt at Corsicana. 


Mr. Jester asserted that he would 


have visitors to Corsicana remem- 
ber Corsicana as a hospitable town. 
He asserted that he had always 
taken a pardonable pride In the 
city for its cultural and aesthetic 
achievements, and expressed the be- 
lief that it would become a great 
city aside from these standpoints. 
Some Loving People 


Corsicana 
homes 
are 
widely 
known for their beauty, comforts, 
and hospitality, the president de- 
clared. The city is neither ancient 
nor juvenile although it is now ap- 
proaching its hundredth birthday; 
it was founded by hardy pioneers 
who brought their Bibles in one 
hand and muskets in the other, and 
the present citizens are enjoying 
their successes. 
He pointed out 
the city had always responded more 
liberally 
to 
philanthropic enter- 


prises than to commercial appeals. 
He assorted that the burden of 
his talk was not to give up any- 
thing of the traditions and back- 
grounds of the city, but to also 
look to the material and commer- 
cial fields of endeavor. He declar- 
ed that no institution, aside from 
the church and school, offers such 
opportunities for service as 
the 


chamber of commerce. The lunch- 
eon clubs have restricted member- 
ships, while peoples of all races and 
beliefs are 
eligible to the com- 


mercial organization. 
First Chamber Commerce 


The first Corsicana chamber of 


commerce was established about 
fifty years ago with the late Capt. 
C. H. Allyn as its president, when 
the city was threatened by de- 
struction with fire, and the city 
government 
seemed 
unable to 


arouse sufficient interest among 
the populace to provide ample pro- 
tective facilities. 


Pointing out that the Corsicana 


per capita for support of the cham- 
ber was 
only 
about 'forty-three 


cents, while the average is about 
$1.25, he urged every citizen to 
take an active interest in all of the 
affairs of the city. 


He then 
introduced Colvin B. 
Brown, manager of the organlza-1 
tion service bureau of the United 
States 
chamber 
of 
commerce, 


Washington, D. C., as the foremost 
authority in the nation on cham- 
ber of commerce work. 


Colvin B. Brown 


After thanking Corsicana for the 


privilege of speaking to so large 
an audience, the speaker declared 
that his work consisted principally 
of conferences with small'groups 
of the leaders, and asserted that 
his remarks would be based on his 
experiences. 


He recounted the growth of the 


international 
chamber 
of com- 


merce from its start with seven na- 
tions a few years ago, up to its 
latest session at which 52 nations 
were represented. One of the ob- 
servers at the recent conference re- 
ported his views on the various in- 
dustries of Europe compared with 
those in the United States, and 
presented facts to show that 
the 


American output per man and in- 
vestment per man were consider- 
ably greater than the European 
totals. The observer summed up 
his findings 
by 
declaring: 
"In 


America we pay on the ability to 
produce and give our workmen the 
equipment to make the most of 
their capabilities." 


In answer to a query the observ- 
er stated that when Europe adopts 
and equals American methods and 
productions, they must go the en- 
ire way and raise the standard of 
livnig; and if they do that markets 
will grow greater than competi- 
tion. 


Individualists Pass 


Mr. Brown asserted that every 


man was interested in the other 
fellow's prosperity. At one time a. 
man could be the sole owner, mak- 
er, and seller of his product, but 
today there arc many great cor- 
porations that have thousands of 
stockholders. 


"With the great amount of pro- 
gress made in recent years and thf 
wealth of scientific knowledge, if 
properly applied there need be no 
more peaks of prosperity or de- 
pression. 
But the great task is 


learning 
the 
application," 
the 


speaker declared. 


He defined the U. S. chamber of 


commerce as a federation of dis- 
trict, state and individual associa- 


tions. Every industry is now well 
organized, he 
declared, 
because 
they have learned the value of as- 
sociation; a single man can pro- 
gress slowly, but with the aid of 
others can move very rapidly for- 
ward. 


The local chamber of commerce 
is an organization to safeguard and 
advance the interests of the city, 
the speaker said. Many people in 
a city have faith in it and have 
ideas as to what should be done, 
but those ideas must be brought 
together, correlated, and then the 
more practical suggestions adopt- 
ed as a program of- work and the 
machinery erected to carry a pro- 
ject through, and this can be done 
through a chamber of commerce. 


City Is Plant. 
The plant 
of a 
chamber of 
commerce is the city, and 
the 


field into which it can advance 
its 
interests 
is 
unlimited, 
and 
there should be no difficulty in 
formulating a program of work. 
The 
problems are 
not 
for 
a 


clique or group but for the com- 
munity as a whole. The objectives 
should be placed so high that 
they can never bs obtained, the 
speaker 
declared. Vision is 
an 


aid to accomplishments, and noth- 
ing can stop a well-organized com- 
munity. 


The 
community, declared Mr. 


Brown, does not 
end with the 


municipal boundary line but in- 
cludes all trade territory, and in- 
cludes all branches of agriculture, 
industry, 
commerce 
and 'civics. 
In regard 
to agriculture, the 


speaker pointed out that recently 
the federal government passed a 
large piece of legislation, and on 
one is able to foretell at present 
what the result will be; if it fails 
it will probably be because the 
farmers have not learned the les 
son of co-operation. 


Owes Home People Duty 


Mr. Brown asserted that every 


chamber of commerce should be 
interested in bringing new pay- 
rolls to a 
city, but it 
should 
remember that it owes its first 
duty to the people of its qwn 
community, and that the lasting 
growth usually came from 'within, 
and not from foreign importations. 
He advised the chamber to pro- 
vide a group of the outstandin 
business men, who would hoi 
frequent meetings and before whom 
the 
business 
men 
of 
the 
city 
could bring 
their problems for 


solution and 
aid. He 
explained 


the phenomenon of local anUifjon- 
jsm and explained that the 're- 
cognized market 
is always out- 
side the manufacturing city. 


A chamber of commerce should 
try to extend its retail trade and 
in order to do that it must merit 
the 
increased 
business. He de- 
clared he had no patience with 
"Buy at home" campaigns for it 
was a recognized fact that a dol- 
lar 
belongs to 
the 
owner 
to 
use as he sees fit and to his 
best advantage, and the best cam- 
paign is for the town to 
(?ive 
such service that the 
individual 
need not go away to get the most 
for his money. 


Trade is Reciprocal 
The speaker declared that trade 
was reciprocal and that a com- 
munity must create a incrpp 
seller's market 
if it. desired a 
greater buyer's market. 


A chamber should be Interested 
in civic affairs as well as indus- 
try, and should be interested in 
making the city a bettor place 
to live. Every community should 
realize the cash value of beauty, 
and much beauty can be obtained 
by removing the ugly instead of 
placing all the emphasis on the 
creation of new beauty. 
The metal 
of a 
chamber of 


Commerce is determined by its in- 
come and by the character of its 
membership and not its size, the 
speaker declared. He asserted that 
the chamber of commerce activi- 
ties should engage the attention 
of every man. 


The retiring president then in- 
troduced his successor, Mr, polk, 
to the membership, declaring thnt 
he was receiving a good organi- 
zation. Ho paid tribute to Mr. 
Polk s willingness to serve wher- 
ever 
possible, and 
predicted 
a 
good regime. 


Polk Accepts Office. 
In accepting the office, Mr. Polk 
declared that in his months with 
the organization he had learned 
of the necessary unity of purpose 
and fellowship that characterized 
the chamber and made possible 
its achievements. He pledges his 
•—•* efforts to the organization

Not a Philosophy, But a Life, is Real Christianity 


A Fresh Look at the Life Jesus Lived 


Among Men. 


By WILLIAM T. ELLIS 
Last night I heard General Jan 


Smuts deliver an impressive ad- 
dress before a great audience, up- 
on the new conception of the worl'I 
as one human family. He frequent- 
ly used the figure of international 
agreements by way of "the round 
table, the family table." As I stud- 
ied the face and manner and men- 
tality of this famous world-leader ( 
there arose in my mind the figure 
of another Man, not 
dressed 
in 


evening clothes, and not the focus 
of a multitude of cultured folk; but 
a simple oriental artisan, moving 
amidst the everyday life of long 
ago, in an obscure eastern prov- 
ince of the Roman Empire. And 
He appeared to me as the reaLMas- 
ter of General Smuts and £s the 
real creator of the new world mood 
and world order which were being 
portrayed to last night's audience. 


Two present-day facts must be 


considered as 
unbreabably 
linked 


together. 
One is the fact that we 


live in a changing world, wherein 
human values are becoming para- 
mount. The other fact is that the 
Originator of this new spirit, the 
Leader of this peaceful revolution, 
the Master of the 
minds of 
our 


emancipators, .s none other than 
Jesus Christ; who is today carry- 
ing out universally the ver^- same 
sort of work that He began in Gal- 
ilee and Judea, nineteen hundred 
years ago. Jesus and His Gospel 
are still running true to form. As 
He was then, so He is now, the 
helper, healer, liberator and leader 
of mankind. 


One Man's Muddled Mind. 


One of our modern sophisticates, 


atragically "emanciated" and ignor- 
ant youth, tried to talk with me the 
other day about Christianity as one 
of tho many philosophies which are 
prevalent. He generously accorded 
it a place along -with 
Freudism, 


behaviourism and such like! 
But 


the poor fellow simply could not 
understand that Christianity is only 
incidentally a philosophy; and that 
it is 
primarily 
cliscipleship to a. 


Person, Jesus, the sent Son of God 
and the Savior of mankind. 


So armor-plated was this young 


man in the prevalent patter of pse- 
udo-intellectualism, that I seemed 
utterly unable to lead him to per- 
cievc the simple truth that is is on- 
ly Christ who makes Christianity. 
AM the reading upon religion that 
he had done was in the lingo of the 
modern "interpreters" of Christian- 
jty; who seeni t.o be seeking to ex- 
plain away its simple significance 
by a jargon of highbrow phrase- 
ology. 


How may we say, in 
all 
the 


•world's hearing, so that the truth 
will not be misunderstood, that Je- 
sus was a friend of man, a helper of 
the needy, a healer of the sick, an 
arouser and inspirer of the self- 
complacent? 
Nobody understands 


our faith at all who does not have 
a vision of Jesus, the tireless Itin- 
erant of the Holy La lift, moving 
amidst the multitudes of the plain 
people, crying "Come unto Me, all 
ye that labor and are heavy laden, 
and I will give you rest.'' There are 
profound theological implications in 
his person and in his mission: but 
first of all, our Lord was a helper 
and healer. 


One Crowded Experience. . 


^Instead of reading: some modern 


hookworm's 
speculations 
about 


Christ—and He seems to be chal- 
lenging anew all who think 
and 


write—suppose we 
content our- 


selves with a quiet, open-minded 
perusal of the record of His daily 
iiffi, as given in the present Sunday 
School Lesson. Here is Matthew's 
record of one crowded cluster of 
days:— 
, 


Jesus touched and healed a lep- 


or; He cured the centurion's serv- 
ant; He restored Peter's mother-in- 
law; He cast out the evil 
spirits 


from many 
demoniacs, 
including 


the Gadarenc; He made a spectac- 
ular cure of the paralytic: whose 
friends had borne him to Jesus on 


a j)allet, enunciating the 
great 


truth that He came not 
to 
the 


whole, but to the sick; not to call 
the righteous, but sinners; He rais- 
ed from the dead the daughter of 
Jairus; He fulfilled the faith of the 
woman with a hemorrhage who 
hopefully touched the hem of of 
His garment; He gave sight to two 
blind men, and speech to one who 
was dumb. In addition, Matthew 
adds comprehensively, He healed 
"all manner of diseases." 


All of that wonder-working is in- 


cluded in this one Sunday School 
Lesson. What a commentary upon 
the inspired biography, "He went 
about doing good." Our ex-tax col- 
lector disciple and author may not 
have acquired literally skill amidst 
his account books, but his thumb- 
nail portrait of Jesus, be matched: 
"When He saw the multitudes, He 
was moved 
wiCh compassion for 


them, because they were distressed 
and scattered, as sheep not having 
a shepherd," That is a glimpse of 
the Saviour-heart of Jesus. 


What About Healing:? 


Recently, a friend, Dr. Gohcen, ot 


India, set forth the truth that the 
medical missionary is not merely a 
door-opener of Christian missions, 
or a beneficent accessory thereto, 
but that his healing is itself a pre- 
scribed demonstration of Christian- 
ity, just as truly as preaching. Je- 
sus did not heal people merely to 
make converts of them: He healed 
them because He was that sort of 
man, a helper of; humanity. Good 
works done merely to advertise a 
good cause arc only half done. The 
Master healed sufferers because it 
was His nature so to do. And when 
He sent forth His disciples. He gave 
them a healing commission. 


In general, the Church has lost 


the healing gift. Yet it is still avail- 
able, and 
frequently 
employed. 


Among the Episcopalians'there is a 
beautiful organization,, called "The 
Society of the Nazarene," definitely 
devoted to the mission of Divine 
healing. This characteristic of the 
Christian mission seems to be com- 
ing back to the Church, which has 
shrunk sensitively from the abuses 
of the gift by charlatans. 


There can hardly be doubt among 


students of Scripture that Jesus in- 
tended His disciples to be healers 
both with and beyond scientific med 
ical science. 
Some of us know in- 


dubitable instances of the prayer of 
faith having healed the sick. The 
most extraordinary case that ever 
came under my personal observa- 
tion was that of a misisonary wom- 
an physician, the life of an Angli- 
can bishop, who was restored by 
prayer after a group of surgeons 
had made an exploratory operation 
and declared her case inoperable 
and hopeless. 


A Sick and Suffering World. 


When news flashed 
ever 
the 


earth, a few days ago, that two mil- 
lion Chinese are inevitably doomed 
to starvation, a shudder ran through 
the heart of-humanity. 
Christen- 


dom cares, because it is Christen- 
dom. 
By following the Christ Who 


"Himself took our infirmities and 
bare our diseases," Christian civili- 
zation has advanced to the present 
stage where problems of human 
welfare and human betterment are 
the chief cancern of leaders of men. 


Uncounted millions of dollars are 


being spent in research to find new 
means of breaking the blight of 
sickness. 
Social amelioration, the 


extinction of war, betterment of in- 
dustrial conditions, the spread of a 
universal sense of justice—these are 
but consequences of the Christ, who 
not only taught the world to think 
divinely but -also to act brotherly.

Referred to Committee 


At the conclusion of the plenary 


session, J. 
Ramsay 
MacDonald, 


British prime minister and chair- 
man of the 
conference, referred 


the two resolutions to committee. 
The plenary session was adjourned 
until such time as it will be nec- 
essary to convene again. 


Secretary Stimson presented the 


American viewpoint, asking aboli- 
tion of submarines in an address 
in which he said that the essential 
objection to the submarine "is that 
it is a weapon particularly suscep- 
tible to abuse, that it Is suscepti- 
ble of use against merchant ships 
in a way that violates alike 
the 


Jaws of war and the dictates of 
humanity. The use of the subma- 
rine revolted the conscience of the 
world in the world war." 


Then, appealing to those about 
bim, he reasoned:

enemy. 
He proposed 
their abolition. 


The French minister of marine, 
Georges Leygu^s, spoke after Sec- 
retary .Stimson, 
declaring 
flatly 
that the submarine is a defensive 
weapon which the naval 
powers 


cannot do without. 
But the use 


of the submarine, he said, "should 
and can be regulated," like that of 


other warship.

STRING GALVANOMETER 


CAN DETECT MILLIONTH 


OF VOLT ELECTRICITY

CHICAGO, Feb. 13.—(/TV-It would 


take two million people, hooked to- 
gether in mental reaction to the 
same, idea, 
to generate 
enough 


voltage to light an ordinary incan- 
descent light. 


Credit this to the string galva- 


nometer, an instrument so sensitive 
that it will detect one one-millionth 
of a volt of electricity, used by Dr. 
Edmund Jacobson, of the Univers- 
ity of Chicago, In experiments dis- 
closed today tending to prove that 
mental activity 
and Imagination 


are functions involving the whole 
body rather 
than 
brain 
action 


alone. 


Two years 
of experimentation 


have proved to Dr. Jacobson that 
in the merest of ideas there is a 
neuromuscular action capable of 
being measured in the amount of 
voltage produced. 


The subjects used by Dr. Jacob- 


son were schooled in the technique 
of perfect relaxation; it was nec- 
essary virtually to eliminate all 
muscle tensions except 
those of 


vital processes. 


Electrodes capable of detecting 


the slightest change in the elec- 
trical potential accompanying any 
muscular tension were sealed to 
the subject's right biceps, forming 
the connection with the galvano- 
meter. 


On the galvanometer is a quartz 


string, one one-hundred-thousandth 
of an inch thick. 


Each subject agreed to imagine, 
at a pre-arranged signal that he 
was flexing his arm; two fifths of 
a second later, a motion picture 
camera recorded the vibration of 
the quartz string silhouette. 


The subject was given the sig- 


nal to stop imagining; a fraction 
of a second later, the shadow of 
the quartz string lapsed to 
the 


straight line of quiescence. 


Dr. Jacobson said that one of his 


subjects was even able to see and 
hear himself think by watching the 
dancing silhouette and 
listening 
through a 
stethoscope 
connected 


with an amplifier. 
The subject, a 


woman, became so excited, how- 
ever, that she lost the required re- 
laxation. 


Dr. Jacobson is now furthering 
his study to include visual imagery 
and in his experiments, connects 
the eye and the galvanometer with 
an electrode cup, fitter over the 
subject's eye. 
"This work has been an attempt 


to bridge the gap between physics 
and psychology," Dr, Jacobson said. 
"Previous investigators have meas- 
ured such reactions as emotions 
following: sensation, but attempts 
to measure mental activity at the 
moment it occurs are new." 
He said 
the 
theory that "we 


think with our bodies," is now new 
to science, but that it lacked ex- 
perimental proof."

between the two legislative branch- 
es. 


The bill as amended by the sen- 


ate had just been laid before 
the 


house and Representative John F. 
Wallace of Teague, champion-, of 
centralization near the state cap- 
ital, had taken the floor when rc- 
ccss was voted. 


Forgetting prison legislation for 


the time being, the senate engaged 
in a heated arument over the bill 
sponsored by Senator Pink L. Par- 
rish of Lubbock to increase sala- 
ries of county auditors. 
Leaders 


in the opposition to the bill were 
Senators W. D. McFarlane ofGra- 
ham, T. J. Holbrook of Galveston 
and Tom Deberry of Bogata. 


Auditors' Salaries. 
The bill as originally introduced 


fixed the salary of county auditors 
in counties having; a population of 
between 35,000 and 100,000 at $4,- 
250, and over 100,000 population at 
$6,000. 
This was later amended 


by Senator Woodul fixing the sala- 
ries of auditors in counties of 100,- 
000 to 200,000 population at $5,000 
and all counties larger than 200,- 
000 at $6,000. 


The main objection to the 
bill 


centered around a clause 
fixing 


the minimum salary in any county 
at $2,400.' At the noon recess the 
senate was arguing on an amend- 
ment introduced by Senator De- 
berry to strike this clause 
from 


the bill on. the ground that it would 
handicap counties of small popu- 
lation where the work required of 
the auditor did not necessitate full 
time and that such a salary

exorbitant.

WASHINGTON—(ity— A board of 
trade on which contracts for the 
future delivery of hogs may be 
bought and sold will be set up in 
the Chicago stockyards, March 1, 
by the Chicago livestock exchange, 
probably the first in the world. 


A. W. Miller, chief of the packers 


and stockyards administration, de- 
partment of agriculture, says he 
does not know of a previous at- 
tempt, anywhere, to trade in live- 
stock futures. 


Presumably, he says, the 
way 


has been opened to speculation in 
hog futures the same as in grain 
and cotton 
futures. 
He doubts, 


however, that the speculator will j 
enter the new market to any ap^ 
preciable degree, 


The fact that contracts are to be 


made at the stockyards, 
rather 


than on the regular board of trade, 
indicates to Miller that the purpose 
of hog futures is to give producers 
an additional means of selling' their 
animals and to facilitate purchases 
of actual hogs rather than to open 
a speculative trade in contracts. 


Three forms of delivery are pro- 


vided by the future market—"spot 
call," for which delivery of animals 
must be made the same day; "to 
arrive call," under which delivery 
is required within seven days after 
date of sale; and "future calls," 
upon which delivery is to be made 
at the seller's option on any busi- 
ness day of a specified month. 


Thus, the producer who hesitates 


to feed hogs and take a chance on 
th eprice at the time they arc fin- 
ished being sufficiently 
high to 


yield a profit, may watch the fu- 
tures market for a suitable price, 
make a contract to sell a certain 
number of hogs of certain grade on 
the date for which the price is 
quoted, and start feeding: with as- 
surance that if the spot market 
falls in the meantime he stilj will 
get hiscprice. If the market rises 
and the purchaser with whom he 
has contracted 
does not insist on 


delivery of actual hogs, he can buy 
in the cotnract and sell for an even 
higher price.

a.s "light," "medium" 
and 


"heavy" and also for a grading sys- 
tem

grade," "standard grade" and "no 
grade" hogs.

WHO? Single persons who had 


net Income of $1,500 or mroe or 
gross income of $5,000 or more, 
and married couples who had net 
income of $3,500 or more or gross 
Income of $5,000 or more must 
file returns. 


YOUR INCOME TAX

term "net income" means 
gross income less the deductions 
allowed under the statute. 
Such 
deductions include 
business and 
professional expenses, pensions to 
employees, taxes, 
losses, interest 
paid, bad debts, depreciation, de- 
pletion, contributions, etc. 
Having arrived at the net in- 
come, the next step is to deduct 
the personal exemption—$3,500 for 
married persons 
living together 
and heads of families, or $1,500 for 
a single person, plus the $400 cred- 
it for each dependent, etc. 
The 
normal tax is computed on the re- 
mainder at the rate of one-half of 
1 per cent on the first $4,000, 2 per 
cent on the next $4,000, and 4 per 
cent on the balance. Failure to un- 
derstand the 
distinction between 
deductions against 
gross income 
and credits against net income has 
resulted in numerous errors on the 
part of the taxpayers. 
Business expenses form a large 
item in the return of many taxpay- 
ers. 
Typical business expenses of 
a 
mercantile 
establishment 
are 
amounts paid for advertising, liire 
of clerks and 
other 
employees, 
rent, light, heat, water, telephone, 
property 
insurance, and delivery 
expenses. The expenses of a manu- 
facturing business 
include labor, 
raw materials, 
supplies, repairs, 
light and heat, power, selling cost, 
administration, and other similar 
charges. 
A professional man, such as 
a 
lawyer, doctor, architect, dentist, 
etc., may deduct the cost of sup- 
plies used in his practice, expenses 
paid in the operation and repair of 
an automobile used in making pro- 
fessional calls, dues to professional 
societies, subscriptions to profes- 
sional journals, office rent, cost of 
light, fuel, water, and telephone 
used in his office, and the hire of 
office assistants.

In a city 
like Corsicana there are constant 
changes in the population which 
makes it necessary every few years 
at least, to check up on the people 
from a church standpoint. For a 
church to serve its constituency, 
as efficiently 
as 
possible, that 
church must know who composes 
this constituency. Not only from 
a general standpoint, but if that 
church is successful in reaching 
and enlisting 
the 
people in the 


community who prefer that church, 
it must have some definite and 
specific information. A church in 
order to put on a comprehensive 
program, touching all of its con- 
Btiency. should have not general 
Information, but specific informa.- 
tion. We fear the church has too

definite.

chants heard former United States 
Senator Earl B. Mayfield dellever 
a scathing attack upon chain store 
systems. 


In his address last night 
the 


former senators termed the chain 
store systems "the greatest menace 
to the continued prosperity of Tex- 
as and the nation." 


He centered his attack upon what 
he termed absentee ownership and 
foreign control, under which he as- 
serted the chain units "took every- 
thing and gave little in return to 
the communities in which 
they 
were 
located 
becoming 
mere 


siphons for the sucking of money 
to a few centers in the north and 
east." 


The major remedy proposed by 


him was legislation to compell the 
chain systems to become 
part of 


.he communities they serve by pay- 
ng their share of city, county and 
state taxes, by contributing to elee- 
mosynary and charitable organiza- 
.ions, and by investing a percen- 
tage of their profits, earned in Tex- 
as, In Texas properties or securl- 
ies. Such legislation, he said, would 
be constitutional as well as equit- 
able.

CHAIRMAN HOUSE JUDICIARY 


COMMITTEE DENOUNCES 


PROHIBITION LAW 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 12. 


The first congression- 


al hearing in the decade of 
prohibition on the merits of 


dry statute itself opened 


at the capitol today 
denunciation of the 
Chairman Graham 
house judiciary committee and a 
series of charges 
concerning en- 


forcement conditions in a half a 
dozen American cities. 


Judges, police officials and even 
the governor of Michigan, were as- 
sailed by Walter Liggett, magazine 
writer, and the first witness be- 
fore the committee. Without men- 
names he told of a party in 


fctroit on the night of Nov. 5, 
at which he said the governor 


and. the chief of police of Detroit 
and four judges were present. 
Hs denounced conditions in Bos- 


ton, Washington, Topeka, in the 
state of Minnesota and in Wichita, 
Kansas, where he said there Avas 
one of the "classiest" roadhouses 
to be found, comparing favorably 
with those found in. New 
York 
City. 


He was asked by Representative 


Michener, 
republican, Michigan, 


member of the- judiciary commit- 
tee, if he stood ready to furnish 
proof of his assertions. 


Claimed to Have Facts 


Liggett answered "yes." but at 
the same time expressed doubt he 
would ever be called upon to con- 
firm his story, because, he added, 
he1 had the facts. 
.Liggett recently engaged in a so- 


called expose of Washington liquor 
conditions and appeared before a 
District of Columbia grand jury. 
The jury returned only a few in- 
dictments. 


Applause from 
the audience of 
about 200 was frequent, and after 
one marked outburst, Representa- 
tive Sumners of Texas, interrupted 
and rebuked it. He said that re-

Liggett contended the d'rya had 
teen able to control the elections 
because they were organized.

"When we add corruption, brib- 


ery, demoralization of the citizenry, 
disrespect for law, bootlegging and

• Representative Sabath, democrat, 
Illinois, a wet, and author of one

questioned by Representative Sum- 
ners. 
The measure 
would leave 


with the states the right to con- 
trol liquor,, but also would permit 
the government to exercise control 
over dispensaries and permits. 
Sabath demanded the repeal of 


the eighteenth amendment amid a 
burst of applause, when asked by 
Representative Michener, republi- 
can, Michigan, whether there was 
a possibility of repeal. 


Michener asked him to "get down 
to brass tacks." 


Sabath said he did not hope for

It was only a little more than 50 
years ngo, in 1870. that toh

semblance of a statewide conserva- 
tion Inv.- -.vas passed. Today a clos- 
ed season is enforced on practical- 
ly every bird or animal that Fit- 
tracts the hunter's Run. 


Scarcely a legislature convenes 


that does not. make some change 
in the game ronservntion statutes. 
The forty-first legislature 
author- 


ized a game, fish and oyster com- 
mission of six men to do the work 
which one man. the game, fish and 
oyster commissioner had been call- 
ed upon to do previously. 


Members of the commission 
be- 


lieve that the tide Is swelling and 
that subsequent legislation will be 
toward further conservation. They 
already see an Increase In the sup- 
ply of game as a result of past leg- 
islation. 


The first game law enacted tn 


Texas was adopted In I860 when 
Galveston Island closed its season 
on quail for two years. 
Nineteen 


years later the decline of game, if 
any, had 
not 
begun 
to 
worry 


sportsmen seriously for 85 of the 
state's 252 counties were exempted 
from provisions of the first gener- 
al law which gave 
protection to 


song birds and forbade the killing 
of cloves 
and 
quail 
during the 


breeding season. 


Limit Is Keduc«d. 


In 1907 the limit on bucks 
and 


turkeys was cut to three and 
the 


netting or trapping of birds was 
forbidden. 
The 
legislature 
that 


year created the game department 
which was to function as part of 
the existing fish and oyster com- 
mission, provided enough bunting 
licenses were sold to pay its way. 


The earliest available record of 


the selling of hunting licenses was 
in 1910 following enactment of 
a 


hunting license law in 1POD which 
allowed hunting without licenses in 
the hrme" and adjoining counties, 
Five thousand licenses were issued 
the first year. 


In 1915" the limit on quail 
and 


doves was cut to 15 a day and in 
1919 ducks, geese and shore birds 
were given their first protection 
•under state law with a closed sen- 
son and a bag limit 
of 25 daily. 


The season on wood duck \vas clos- 
ed for five years. The legislature 
of 1919 gave the turkey

its 


first protection. 


Thees activities, with the con- 


stant renewal of closed seasons on 
antelopes, mountain sheep 
and 


prairie chickens, further shorten- 
ing of closed seasons and rcductififi 
of bag limits, were steps in the di- 
rection of conservation, hut they 


meant little ten years ago with the 
department having enough money 
to place only half a dozen wardens 
in (he field.

During the 1928-29 season nearly 


every third hunter on deer-shoot- 
ing preserves got a buck. About 
(i.5.000 ducks are killed each year 
in duck shooting preserves. 
For 


1928-29 approximately 13,371 bucks 
and ]5,(i38 turkey gobblers were es- 
timated to have been killed. 


Game of all kinds has increased, 


the last annual report of the com- 
mission stated. Present laws pro- 
vide an open season of only ] 1-2 
months on bucks and 1 1-2 or t\vo 
months on doves. Ducks may be 
shot for only 3 1-2 months at most. 
Quail are protected for all hut 1 1-2 
months and the same is true for 
turkeys excepting a few counties 
that have a closed season the en- 
tire year. 
The limit on bucks is 


two a season, doves 15 a day or 45 
a week, ducks 25 a day or 50 
a 


week, quail 12 a day or 36 a week 
and turkey three a season. Even

FDR EXCESS FEES 


AUSTIN, Feb. 11.—</r>~Approval 


of a bill which would bar. tax col- 
lectors from Instituting suit against 
a, county for fees erroneously paid 
into the treasury was given last 
night at a meeting of the-state af- 
fairs committee of the senate. The 
bill was introduced by Senator Pink 
L, Parrish of Lubbock. 


Argument on the bill was intense 


with representatives of the tax col- 
lectors and of the various counties 
present, the former holding to the 
contention that debts of this nature 
were legal and ought to be paid and 
the latter stating that many of the 
suits were for such enormous sums 
that county treasuries in many in- 
stances would be depleted if judg- 
ment were rendered. 


In supporting the bill. 
Senator 


Tom Deberry of Rod River stated 
the legislature had done a great 
wrong in ever enacting a bill giv- 
ing the tax colJectors the right to 
sue. The Parrish bill would re-es- 
tablish the statute of limitations as 
the defense of the county against 
tax collectors suits. 


Would Limit Earnings. 


Another bill by Senator Parrish 


requiring county officials to make 
a sworn return of all accountable 
and unaccountable fees and limit- 
ing the maximun amount 
to

earned to $12,500 also was given 
approval of the committee.

TALK ON HOME FURNISHINGS 
AT 
AFTERNOON 
SESSION 


BY HOME DEMONSTRATOR 


J. F. Roseborough, extension hor- 


ticulturist of Texas A. and M. Col- 
lege, was tho main speaker at the 
morning session of the Home Im- 
provement Short Course, sponsored 
by the Navarro County Home Dem- 
onstration Council, held Wednesday 
morning in the 
Carnegie library. 


Following the talk on "Fundametal 
Principles in Yard Planting" by J. 
F. Roseborough, tho sixty-five "wo- 
men in attendance at tho morning 
session met in the offices of the 
Chamber of Commerce for lunch. 


The program for the afternoon 


session included a talk 
by Miss 


Jennie Camp, district 
home dem- 


onstration agent, A. and M. Col- 
lege, on backgrounds and furnish- 
ings for tho homo and the outlook 
for Woman's Home Demonstration 
work. 


A tour of inspection was made of 


the greenhouses of the Corsicana 
Floral and Nursery company dur- 
ing tho afternoon and there receiv- 
ed practical information 
on 
the 


subject of pruning and care for 
flowers and shrubs. 


Mo,vo for Improvement. 


Mr. Rosoborough prefaced his re- 


marks concerning the actual plan- 
ning and beautification of tho yards 
by declaring that there is a definite 
movement on foot to improve .the 
outside appearance? of the homes, 
which he declared were as import- 
ant as interior boautificatlon. 


In discussing the various types of 


arrangement, the first mentioned 
was designated as the foundation 
planting. 
This type of planting, 


ho stated, was used extensively to 
soften the effects of perpendicular 
wall of the house an ground. The 
general style, Mr. Roseborough de- 
clared, was to have large plants at 
the ends of the house along the 
front and gradually reduce the size 
of shrubs and bushes toward the 
entrance. 


Care, he declared, must be taken 


to keep the linns from being pro- 
nounced and thus destroy the effect 
of the arrangement. 
Splashes of 


color .throughout the frontage dec- 
orations is particularly pleasing, tho 
horticulturist 
declared. 
Various 


shades of greenery and flowering 
shrubs judicially placed in the ar- 
rangement adds inuch to the pic- 
ture, he stated.. 


The general trend, in 
building 


homes, Mr. Roseborough declared, 
is to have rather narrow frontage 
and long sides. This structure of 
modern homos, he stated, gives the 
landscape gardener ample room to 
prepare rose gardens, and striking 
border effects. 


Border Effect. 


The second manner employed in 


giving the home an atractive ex- 
ternal apearanco is to use the bor- 
der effect, that is to have the house 
the center of the picture and com- 
pletely surround it with appropri- 
ate hedges and flowers. 


Trees, often placed at the front 


of the yard, rightfully belong in tho 
rear, tho speaker ^ declared 
and 


should have two purposes, that of 
furnishing shade and providing an 
appropriate sky-line. Group plant- 
softening the effects 
of straight 


walks and drives, the speaker stat- 
ed ,and could be used to advantage 
in covering some unsightly spots in 
tho yard, 


Bermuda grass, Mr. Roseborough 


declared made tho best lawn and, 
when mixed with White Dutch Clov- 
er and other varieties of grasses, 
provided an all year green carpet. 


At the conclusion of 
the 
talk, 


those interested in lawn boautifica- 
tlon present at the meeting asked 
the speaker several quetions as to 
tho advantages of native shrubbery 
and which classes were most often 
used. 


During the lunch hour, the visit- 


ing club women wore served a de- 
lightful buffet, lunch in the offices 
of the Chamber of Commerce which 
included tasty sandwiches, coffee, 
furnlsed by the Royall Coffee com- 
pany, cakes by both the American 
and Collin Street bakeries, and Ice 
cream by the Southern Creameries.
